★★ Two stars mean easy knits, with knit-purl stitch 
patterns, simple lace patterns {no shaping in the lace), 
slip-stitch patterns, and cables. 



★★★ Three stars are for advanced knitters, requiring some 
specialised knowledge such as Fair Isle, Aran and more 
complicated lace patterns. 



★★★★ Four stars signal a challenge knit. There can be 
make-and-losc patterns, complicated shaping, and any 
technique that requires a higher level of concentration. 



p The letter P after any star grouping suggests that an addi' 
tional degree of patience is required for a quality finish.

NOTE - Do not weave colours in Fair 
Isle patt, but carry colour not in use 
bosely across on wrong side.

(68-74-76) sts rem. 

Work 41 (47-53-57) rows stocking 
st. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 9 (11-

Cast off rem 24 (24—26—26) sts. 

Join yarn to rem 33 (37-40-41) sts 
for Right Front. 

Dec at end of alt rows until 30 (34— 
37-38) ste rem. 

Work 17 (23-27-30) rows stocking 
st. 

Shape neck - Cast off 6 (6-6-7) sts 
at beg of next row* 

Work 1 row* 

Rep from " to **, working 1 2 rows in- 
stead of 1 1 before shouldcT shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2*75mm Needles and M, cast on 
39 (41-43-47) sts. 

Work 9 (9-11-11) rows rib as for 
Cardigan. 

Next row - Rib 4 (6-1-5), * inc in 
next st, rib 4 (6-5-5), rep from *to end 
..,46 (46-50-54) sts. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 
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Worldng in patt as for Cardigan and 
working extra sts into patt, inc at each 
end of 5th and foil 4th (4th-6th-8th) 
rows until there are 50 (50^60-^8) 
$ts^ Sizes B and C only - then In 
foli 6th (6th^th) rows until there are 
54 (58-64) sis. 

Al] Sizes - UsiJ^ M for rem^ cont 
wilhout shaping until work measures 
11 (14-16-18J cm from beg, ending 
with a purl row.

Using 3.25mm Needles and M ^ cast on 
93 (93-lOi-lOl) sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st {1st row is wrong 
side). 

Using Cl, knit 2 rows garter st. 

Using M, 6lh row - Knit, 

7th row - K3, purl to last 3 sis, K3, 
Rep 6th and 7th rows 3 times. 

Using Cl, knit 2 rows garter st. 

Using M, rep 6th and 7th rows once. 
Next row - K4, * K2 tog, K2. rep 
from ‘ to last st, Kl . .. 71 {71-77-77) 
sts. 

Cast off 5 (5-6-6) sts at beg of next S 
rows ... 31 (31-29-29) sts. 

Cast off rem sts, 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Using 2.75mm Needles arid M, cast on 
9 sts. 

Work 4 rows rib as for Cardigan. 

5th row - Rib 4, y fwd, K2 tog, rib 3 
... buttonhole. 

Work a further 21 (19-23-21) rows 
rib. 

Rep last 22 (20-24-22) rows 2 {3-3- 
4) times, then buttonhole row once ... 
4 (5-5-6) buttonholes. 

Work 3 rows rib. Cast off in rib, 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as for Right Front Band, omit- 
ting buttonholes, 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using Stranded 
Cotton, Lazy Daisy Stitch and Buttton 
Stitch (see page 11}, embroider 
flowers on M stripes of Cardigan, 
sleeves and collar as illustrated. Using 
back-stitch, join shoulder and sleeve 



seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew on front 
bands. Using a flat seam, sew collar in 
position, beg and ending at centre of 
front bands. Sew on buttons. 



BERET 

Using 2. 75mm Needles and M, cast on 
129 {141-145-153) ste. 

Work 8 rows rib as for Cardigan. 
Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Next row - K5 (1-9-5), * Inc in next 
st, K2 (2-1-1), Inc in next st, Kl, rep 
from * to last 4 (0-8-4) sts, K4 (0-8- 
4),.. 177 (193-209-225) Sts, 
(NOTE - If this number of sts will not 
fit comfortabV on needle, we suggest 
using a circular needle.) 

Work 19 (21-23-25) rows stocking 
st. 

Using C 1 , Next row - K2 ( 1 1-7^), * 
K2 tog, (5-6-7), rep from * to last 
0 (7-2-0) Sts, KO (7-2-0) ... 152 
(168^184-200) sts. 

Knit 1 row garter st. 

Change to 4,00mm Needles, 

Beg Fair lile - 1st row - K2M, ' 
K2C2, K2M, rep from ■* to end, 

2nd tx>w - P2M, ‘ P2C2, P2M, rep 
from ' to end. 

3rd row - K2C2, ' K2M, K2C2, rep 
from * to end. 

4th row - P2C2, * P2M, P2C2, rep 
from * to end. 

5th TOW - As 1st row, 

6th row - As 2nd row. 

Change to 3,25mm Needles and Cl, 
Next row- K8 (8-9-9), * K2 tog, K2 
(3-3-4), K2 tog, K3 (3-4-4), rep 
from ^ to last 9 (10-10-11) sts, 
K2tog, K7 (8--S-9) 121 (137- 

153-169) sts. 

Knit 1 row garter st. 

Using M, work 8 rows stocking st. 
Using Cl, knit 2 rows garter st. 

Using M for rem, Shape top - 1st 
row - Kl, • K2 tog, K13 (15-1 7-19), 
rep from * to end. 

2nd and ah rows - Purl. 

3rd row-Ki;* K2 tog. K12 (14-16- 
18), rep from * to erki. 

5th row- Kl, * K2 tog, Kll (13-15- 
17), rep from * to end. 

Cont dec in this manner (working one 
st less between dec each time] In alt 
rows until 41 sts rem. Break off yarn, 
run ervd through rem sts , draw up tight- 
ly and fasten off securely. 



MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using Stranded 
Cotton, Lazy Daisy Stitch and BuUlon 
Stitch (see page 11), embroider 
flowers as U^strated. Using back- 
stitch, join scam. Thread roui^ elastic 
throu^ last row of rib and draw up to 
desired measurement. 

SHOES 

SOLE 

Using 3.25mm Needles and M, cast on 
25 (29-33-37) sts. 

1st row - Inc in first st^ knit to last 2 
sts, irx: in next st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last sL Kl, 
Rep 1st and 2rid rows twice ,.. 31 
(35-39-43) sts, 

7th row - Knit. 

8f h row - As 2nd row.

DO NOT PRESS. Using Stranded 
Cotton, La^ Daisy Stitch and Bullion 
Stitch (see page 11)> embroider 
flowers on instep as illustrated. U^ng 
back-stitch, join heel seam on upper. 
Using a flat seam^ sew upper to sole. 
Thread round elastic through ankle 
and draw up to desired measure-

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder and 
centre seams. With right side fadngf 
using 2,75mm Needles and M, knit up 
69 (71-73-77) sts evenly around 
neck. 

Work 1 1 rows rib a s be fore , beg with a 
2nd row. Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT BACK OPENING BAND 

With right side facing, using 2.75n]m 
Needles and M, knit up 27 sts evenly 
along right side of back opening, ind 
end of neckband. 

Work 3 rows rib as before, beg with a 
2nd row. 

4th row-K2, *^yfwd, K2 tog (button- 
hole), rib 10, rep from ‘ once, K1 ... 2 
buttonholes. 

Work a further 3 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib, 

LEFT BACK OPENING BAND 

Work as for other band, omitting but- 
ton holes. 



FRONT LEG BAND 

With right side facing, using 2.75mm 
Needles and M, knit up 37 (49-61- 
73)sts evenly along front edge of right 
leg [atKkve cuff), then 37 (49-61-73) 
Sts evenly along front edge of left leg to 
cuff cast-off „. 74 (98-122-146) sts. 
Knit 1 row garter st. 

2nd row - KS (12-16-20), ' cast off 
2 Sts, K12 (16-20-24), rep from " to 
last 10 (14-18-22) sts, cast off 2 sts, 
knit to end, 

3rd row - K8 (12-16-20), " turn, 
cast on 2 sts. turn, K12 (16-20-24), 
rep from “ to last 8 (12-16-20) sts, 
turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, knit to end ... 
5 buttonholes. 

Knit 3 rows garter st. Cast off loosely. 

BACK LEG BAND 

Work as for Front Leg Band, omitting 
buttonholes. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, 
join sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew 
base oF back opening bands in posi- 
tion. Sew side edges of leg bands to 
cast-off edges of cuffs at ankles. Sew 
on buttons. 

HAT 

RIGHT SIDE 

Using 3.25mm Needles and M, cast on 
13 (13-15-15) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong 
side). 

Next row - K4, inc in next st, knit to 
last 5 sts, inc in next st^ K4. 

NcmI row - K4, inc in next st. purl to 
last 5 sts, inc In i^ext st, K4. 

Keeping garter st edge correct, cont in 
stocking st, Inc (inside 4 sts as before) 
in every row until there are 23 (23- 
25-25) sts. 



Work a further 15 rows In stripes of 3 
rows M and 12 rows C2, *** 

Using M, Ncut row - Cast on 26(29^ 
30-32) sts, knit to end, turn, cast on 
13 (16-17-1 9) sts ... 62 (68-72-76) 
sts. 

Next row - K17 (20-21-23), P15 
( 1 5-1 7- 1 7), K30 ( 3 3-34-3 6) . 

Next row “ Knit, 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times, then first of 
these rows: once. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Work in stocking st for rem, in stripes 
of 12 rows each C2 and M throughout, 
until work measures 11 (12-13-13) 
cm from last cast-on sts, ending with a 
purl row. 

Next row - ’ K2 log, rep from to end 
31 (34-36-38) sts. 

Purl 1 row. 

Next row- K1 (0-0-0), " K2 tog, rep 
from " to end 16 (17-18-19) sts. 
Break off yarn, run erd through rem 
sts, draw up tightly arxf fasten off se- 
curely. 

LEFT SIDE 

Work as for Right Side to using C 1 
in place of C2. 

U sing M , Next row - Cast on 1 3 ( 1 6- 
17-19) sts, knit to end, turn, cast on 
26 (29-30-32) sts „ . 62 (68-72-76) 
sts. 

Next row - K30 (33-34-36), PIS 
(15-17-17), K17 (20-21-23), 

Next TOW - Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times, then first of 
these rows once. 

Complete as for Right Side from **** to 
end. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, 
Join centre seam. Using 3 strands of M, 
100 cm long, make 2 twisted cords 
ard attach to ear flaps, 



TO MAKE A TWISTED CORD 

Method requires two people. Take as many strands of yarn as 
required, approximately three tirnes the length required for 
the finished cord. Knot each end and slip a pencil between 
strands. Each person holds yarn just below pencil with one 
hand and twists pencil clockwise with other hand, keeping 
yarn taut. When yarn begins to kink, catch centre over 
door-knob or back of chair. Bring pencils together for one 
person to hold, while other grasps centre of yarn, sliding 
hand down and releasing ai short Intervals , letting yarn twist. 
Knot end.s to prevent unravelling.

LAZY DAISY STITCH 

Work in the same way as Chain Stitch (A), but fasten each loop at the foot 
with a small stitch (0). This stitch may be worked singly or in groups to form 
flower petals. 



BULUON STITCH 

Rck up a Backstitch, the size of the BullLon Stitch required, bringing the needle point 
out where it first emerged, do not puli the needle right throu^ the fabric. Twist the 
thread round the needle point as many times as required to equal the space of the 
Back Stitch, Hold the left thumb on the colled thread ard pull the needle through; stiU 
holding the coiled thread, turn the needle back to where it was inserted (see arrow) 
and insert in same place. Pull thread through until the Bullion Stitch lies flat. Use a 
needle with a small eye to allow the thread to pass through the coils easily. Arrange a 
circular group of Bullion Stitches to make a Grub Rose. 



CROSS STITCH EMBROIDERY ON KNITTED FABRIC 

A new dimension can be added to garments with Cross Stitch embroidery - this is very easy to do, especially if you do the 
embroidery before you sew up the garment. It is advisable to use a finer yarn than that in wNch the garment was knitted. 
Each square on your graph represents one stitch. It Is a good Idea before beginning to colour In the graph in the colours 
to be used. 

Begin on the left-hand side. 

1 , Using a tapestry needle or knitters needle, bring the needle from the back 
through the space to the left of the stitch to be covered. 

‘ 2. Take needle to back through the space to the right of the sUtch above the 
one being covered, 

3. Bring needle from back through the space to the left of the next stitch. 

Repeat from * following graph for required number of stitches (don*t pull 
yarn too tightly or the work will pucker). If you find it diflicull to work the 
stitches loosely enough, you may prefer to work 2 and 3 as separate 
operations. 

Begin second half of row on right-hand side of graph and work back the 
other way to complete crosses. 

To stop yarn from twisting and tangling as you work, drop needle at back 
after every few stitches and let it hang freely until the yarn unwinds. 



STEM STITCH 

Work from left to right, taking regular small stitches along the line of the design. The 
thread always emerges on the left side of the previous stitch. 



II 
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CASTING ON FOR Kl, PI. RIB 

This is a variation of the two-needle method of casting on, and gives a very neat and elastic edge. It is not suitable for any 
rib other than Kl^ PI. 

First you will need to read the first rib row, as this will determine how you start your casting on . 

1. If you need an uneven number of stitches and the first row reads “K2. 'PI, Kl, rep from* to lastst, Kl.'^-'Make a slip 
loop and place it on left-hand needle. Insert right’ hand needle into loop knitway s arxi kriit a stitch, slip the stitch thus 
made on to the left-hand needle. 

'* Insert light-hand needle purlways between last 2 stitches and purl a stitch [diagram I), slip the stitch thus nnade on to 
left-hand needle (taking care not to twist the stitch), insert right-iiand needle knitways between last 2 stitches and knit a 
stitch (diagram 2), slip the stitch thus made on to left-hand needle, rep from ** for required number of stitches, ending 
with 2 knit stitches (before slipping the last stitch on to your left-hand needle, bring your yarn forward between the two 
needles - this will keep the edge of your work neat). 

2 . If you need an even number of Btitches and the first row reads “ "K1 , PI , rep from * to last 2 sts, K2 . " - Work as for 
method 1 , but end with 1 knit stitch instead of 2 . 

3. [f you need an uneven number of stitches and the first row reads ‘‘Kl, 'Pi, Kl, rep from* to end,** -Make a slip loop 
and place it on left-hand needle . Insert right-hand needle into loop purtways and purl a stitch, slip the stitch thus made on 
to left-hand needle [taking care not to twist the stitch) 

"Insert right-hand needle kr^tways between last 2 stitches and knit a stitch (diagram 2), slip the stitch thus made on to 
left-hand needle, insert right-hand needle pur I ways between last 2 stitches and purl a stitch [diagram 1). slip the stitch 
thus made on to left-hand needle (taking care not to twist the stitch), rep from ** for required number of stitches, ending 
with 1 knit stitch [before slipping the last stitch on to your left-hand needle, bring your yarn forward between the two 
needles - this will keep the edge of your work neat). 

4 . If you need an even number of stitches and the first row reads ''K2, ' PI , Kl , rep from * to end.** - Work as for method 
3, but end with 2 knit stitches instead of 1. 



KNTTTING UP STITCHES 

This is the method used for neckbands, armhole bands, etc- Hold work in left hai>d with right side facing you. Hold 
working needle and yarn in right hand . Insert point of needle through work from front to back. Wrap yarn round point of 
needle ar>d knit a stitch. 

When working along a cast-off edge, insert r^eedie under (;>oth loops of cast-off stitch, and knit up one stitch in each 
cast-off stitch. (Diagram A) 

When working along side edge, insert needle inside one full stitch from the edge (i .e. behind 2 loops of stitch, not |ust the 
edge loop). (Diagram B) 

You will find along this edge that there is alternately one long and one sl’iort stitch. If you require less stitches than there 
are rows along ttrls edge, always knit up through the sfiort stitches and omit some of the long stitches. (Diagram O 

Before commencing, always count the number of rows you have and compare it to the number of stitches you require, 
then you will be able to make any adjustments evenly along the length of the work. 

If ^fou find It difficult to knit up sHtches neatly, try using needles 1 or 2 sizes smaller than those In the instructions- but do 
not forget to change back to the correct size for knitting the band, 

Some knitters use a crochet hook to pull the stitches throtigh, slipping them one at a time on to the needle.

This is the method used for turning up hems or stitching double 
neckbands In place.

Always be sure that the 
stitches follow up evenly and do not form a crooked line. 
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HELPI^fG YOU TO READ GRAPHS 

A graph is like a picture of your iwrk (looked at from the right side of the finished work), with each square representing a 
stitch. 

For Fair Isle, different symbols are used to represent different colours, and you work in stocking $Htch, reading knit 
rows from right to left and purl rows from left to right (urvless otherwise stated). 

For Picture Knitting, heavy lines are gerie rally used to represent changes between colours ^ with symbols being used In 
more intricate areas. Again you work in stocking stitch, reading knit rows from right to left and purl rows from left to 
right (unless otherwise stated). 

For Textured Patterns, different symbols are used to represent different stitches (knit, purl, slip, etc). You read the 
right’ side rows from right to left and the wrongs side rows from left to right (unless otherwise stated). Some knitters are 
confused, by the fact that the same symbol will be used for a purl stitch on a right-side row as for a knii stitch on a 
wrong- side row - the fact is that they both look the same from the right side, anti tlie graph is a “picture of your work 
from the rigJrit side. 

When reading any graph, first look for your size on the edge where you are to begin, ttien work from this point across the 
row to where your size is marked on the other side. If there is a pattern repeat on the graph (usually marked by a bracket 
and the words '“10 st rep" or similar), you must work these stitches as many times as necessary to get to the^ required 
distance from the end of the row (this is the same as saying, in a written pattern, 'hep from * to last ... sts"). 






POM-PONS 

To make a pom-pon, cut two circles of cardboard, the diameter depends on the size of the pom-pon to be made, and 
should be equal to the siite of the finished pom-pon plus approximately 1 .25 cm for trimming, plus the diameter of the 
centre hole, e.g. for a pom-pon 4 cm across, the circles would be 4 cm, plus 1.25 cm. plus 1,25 cm for centre hole, 
equals & .5 cm. Cut a round hole in Uie centre, the size of the hole is approximately a quarter of the finisherj pom-pon,

KNITTING STITCH EMBROIDERY 

Interest can be added to garments with Knitting Stitch embroidery — this Is very easy to do, especially If you do the 
embroidery Ijc fore you sew up the garment. Knitting stitch is worked over each knitted ^itch with a corrlrastlng colour. It 
is necessary to use yarn of the same thickness as the knitted garment. Be careful not to pull the stitch too tightly and It will 
cover the existing stitch completely, 

A completed stitch looks like a “ V’ Each square on the graph represents one stitch, it Is a good Idea, before beginning, 
to colour in the graph in the colours to be used. 

Begin at lower edge of graph, on the right-hand side. 

Using a tapestry or knitters needle, bring the needle from the back through the centre of the stitch below die one to be 
covered. 

* Take needle from right to left under both strands of stitch above the one to be covered. 

Bring needle back to the start of the stitch, take needle beliind 2 strands in row below and across into the centre of next 
stitch. You have worked one knitting stitch. 

To finish, bring needle 
back to the start of the stitch and through to the back of the work.

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FAIR ISLE KNITTING 

Fair Isle is quite easy to do, as long as you stick to a l^ew basic 
guidelines, 

Most Fair Isle designs are worked from graphs. The graph is like a 
picture of your work, with each square representing a stitch. You 
work in stocking stitch, reading the knit rows from rigirt to left and 
the purl rows from left to right {unless otherwise stated). If you arc 
working in rounds {e.g. on a circular yoke), you should read every 
round from right to left. You may find it helpful to colour in your 
graph before beginning^ using coburs similar to those in your 
knitting. 

There are two methods of working Fair fslc - Stranding and 
Weaving. Stranding gives a ''cleaner" shape to the pattern, but it 
sonnebmes leaves you with fairly long threads on the wrong stde, 
Weaving gives a neater finish on the wrong side, hut it can make the 
right side look uneven, We recommend Stranding, catching tl’ic 
loose threads into the work at the centre if tf>ey pass over more than 
about seven stitches. 

Stranding means carrying the colourfs) not in use loosely across on 
the wrong side. Most knitters find their own method of holding the 
yarns, but the following suggestion, once mastered^ is very easy and 
saves having to put down and pick up the colours all the linte. 

Hold one colour in your right hand and the other in your left. Knit the 
first colour stitches in the norrnal way, but with the second colour 
stitches, insert the needle into stitch and hook yarn through with the 
point of the needle, Diagrams A ard B. 

For an even finish one colour should always be kept above and the 
other below. Usually the background colour Is carried above (held in 
the right hard) and the pattern colourfs) below (held in the left hand}. 
Diagram C shows the wrong side of knitting correctly stranded, 

Take care not to pull the yarn tightly across on the wrong side. The 
strand of yarn should actually be looser than the stitches across 
wliich it is carried, to allow some elasticity in the finished fabric. 
When using the stranded yarn again, it is advisable to s-t-r-e’-t-c-h 
the preceding few stitches along your right-hand needle, thus forcing 
extra length into the stranded yarn. This Is particularly important 
when working with a circular needle fe.g. on a circular yoke) as the 
stitches tend to bunch together on the thin flexible part of the needle. 
Weaving means carrying the coburis) not in use under and over the 
colour in use on alternate stitches. Knit one stitch normally, holding 
the colour(s) not in use in the left hand, underneath the point of the 
righl'hand needle^ for the next stitch hold the colourfs) in the left 
hand above the point of the right-hand needle as you knit the stitch 
[Diagram D), but take care not to pull it through with the stitch. 
Repeat these two movements. Diagram E shows the wrong side of 
knitting correctly woven. 

Whichever method you use, take the time to untangle your coburs 
after every row. Don't unwind too much yam at once. You may find 
it helpful to slip an elastic band round each ball to prevent further 
unwinding,

It must not be interchanged with Fair 
Isle. When changing colours in the middle of a row, twist the colour to be used (on 
wrong side) underneath and to the right of the colour Just used. As you begin each 
colour, give a gentle tug to even up loose stitches. 

It Is necessary to use a separate quantity of yarn for each section of colour. To 
minimise tan^es, wind small amounts of yarn on to Susan Bates Yarn Bobs, Unwind 
only enough yarn to knit required stitches, keeping bob dose to work. 

You may find It helpful to colour in each section of your graph before beginning.

Place the 2 pieces of fabric even- 
ly together and sew stitch by stitch, always bringing the needle up 
from underneath to to p though the centre of the stitch, then In same 
manner through corresponding stitch on second piece. 

Note - Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method is the same for 
knitting or crochet. Always keep work elastic - there should be as 
much stretch In your seam as there Is in the rest of your garment. 




BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. Hold the pieces together with right sides inside. The seam 
should be sewn one fttll stitch in from ttie end of each row so that all 
seams will be even. One stitch should be worked over every row. 
Darn in all ends of yarn after sewing seams. 
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HELPFUL HINTS 

Neatenmg the side edge of your ca$f-on. Beiore slipping the last cast- on 
stitch on to the left*hand needle, pass tlte yarn from back to front between the 
points of the two needles, then slip the stitch on to the left-hand needle, Tltis 
prevents a curved edge on the last stitch. 



KNITTING ABBREVIATIONS

For 3 PLY FEATHERSOFT - If you wish to substitute PATONS 3 PLY BABY WOOL, the quantities of yam required 
should be the same. 

If you wish to substitute PATONS NEW 3 PLY FAIRYTALE, you will probably need to use needles 1 si^e smaller, and 
you may require 1 extra ball if using Pearl colours. 

For 4 PLY FEATHERSOFT - If you wish to substitute PATONS 4 PLY BABY NYLON, the quantities of yarn required 
should be the same. 

If you wish to substitute PATONS NEW 4 PLY FAIRYTALE you may reqttire 1 extra ball if using Pearl colours. 

If you wish to substitute PATONS PATONYLE 4 PLY^ use the following table as a guide to quantities: 

4 PLY FEATTiERSOFT (25g balls) 1 2 3 4 5 6 7 

PATONYLE 4 PLY f50g bails) 1 1 2 2 3 4 4 

Always check your tension carefully before beginning.
